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THE STORY OF THE ALLEGED POLICE BRUTALITY 


No official complaint of any kind 
has been filed, either in Wilmington 
or in Woburn Court, concerning the 
alleged ‘police brutality? in Wil- 
mington, which has been featured 
in out of town newspapers and on 
the radio for the past few days, 

The story first became public 
Monday morning, when it was pub- 
lished by the Boston Herald. Since 
then many newspapers and radio 
stations in Massachusetts have 
taken part, 

The story is based on one told 
to Town Manager Gerald Bouchard, 
just returned home from an appen- 
dectomy, 

Bouchard was visited Saturday 
afternoon at his home by a lady 
from Andover, said to be the sis- 
ter of John Melvin of Fanueil Drive 
Wilmington, The lady is supposed 
to have given Bouchard his first 
intimation that there was a pos- 
sibility that the story existed, 

It is understood that she told 
Bouchard that her brother, John 
Melvin, and Kenneth Gray of Dewey 
Avenue had been mistreated by 
the police of Wilmington, 


The Youths’ Story 


Sunday afternoon, at about 2:15 
pm, Gray and Melvin, with Melvin 
doing most of the talking, told Town 
Manager Gerald Bouchard a de- 
tailed version of events that al- 
legedly occured last Friday morn- 
ing. Present in the Bouchard 
home, and hearing the story, in 
addition to the Town Manager, 
were Richard Barry, Chairman of 
Wilmington’s Finance Committee, 
andthe publisher of the Town 
Crier 

The two youths said that they had 

been in the custody of the police 
for about two hours, on Friday 
morning, starting shortly after 
midnight, and ending shortly before 
2am, After they were released 
they said, they went to a lunch 
room in North Woburn for some 
food, 
At about midnight Thursday they 
were at the ‘Drop’, a vacant place 
on Main Street, across from Glen 
Road, and abutting Silver Lake, 
the site of the former Hale Ice- 
houses, It was at this site where 
Sgt. Shepard had received the in- 
jury, a short time earlier, which 
resulted in his having a broken 
shoulder bone, 

Shortly after the injury to Shep- 
ard, the boys told Bouchard, they 
were sitting in a car at the Drop 
with two girls. A policeman came 
up and told them to ‘Get to ---- 
out of here’, Melvin told the TM 
that he remonstrated because of 
the language, : saying that there 
were women present, 

Melvin said that shortly after 
the assault on Sgt Shepard, he and 
Kenneth Gray, 18, of Dewey Ave, 
had driven down Oakwood Road 
(adjacent to the Silver Lake Shop- 
ping Center - formerly Steven's) 
in a search for Lena, the alleged 
assailant of Sgt Shepard. They 
could not find Lena, who had dis- 
appeared into the woods, and were 
stopped by Police, who were also 
looking for Lena, The police had 
told them to ‘get out of here’. 
They returned to the Drop. 

Back at the Drop, according to

(called A & B) took them into tne 
Police cruiser, A third police of- 
ficer, (C) joined them, A was in 
the back seat of the cruiser, with 
B and C in the front seat, 

The cruiser, the said, tookthem 
to the DeMoulas shopping center, 
and stopped near the Grant store, 
on the side, off the pavement. 

At this place, Melvin told the 
TM, they were subjected to a 
Questioning by the officers, During 
the questioning, he said, he was 
Struck by a closed fist, by one of 
the officers (B?), and he was burned 
twice, on his arm, by cigarette 
butts by one of the officers (A?). 
‘There were several occasions, 
according to Melvin, in which the 
Police officers used ‘four letter’ 
words, 

While this was going on, Melvin 
said, another police official drove 
into the DeMoulas parking yard 
circled, and drove on, 

After this the two youths were 
again put into the cruiser, Officer 
C was not present after this, 

They were driven to the Bene~ 
vento gravel pit, they say, in a 
Site that is in North Reading, and 
subjected to more questioning, 

R was the impression df the 
two boys that the pit to which they 
say they were driven was that of 
the Cronin brothers, 

Melvin told Bouchard that in the 
conversation which took place at 
Benevento’s he had told the two 
police officers that he intended to 
join the US Marine Corps when he 
became 18, 

He alleges that one of the two 
Police officers then said that he

went to the Benevento 


wasn’t going to live that long, and 
that both of them grabbed him, and 
héld him out over the water ina 
threatening manner. 

There were more slapping in- 
cldents at this place, too, Melvin 
said, 

Afterwards all four of the men 
got into the police cruiser, ac- 
cording to Mevin, and the cruiser 
went to the police station, 

They arrived there sometime 
about 1:45 am, In the police sta~ 
tion there were several other of- 
ficers, all of whom treated the two 
youths nicely, they said, They were 
allowed to leave, he said, and they 
went to a North Woburn restaurant 
to eat, 

After Melvin finished telling his 
story to Bouchard Gray said that 
he too had been burned, by a cigar- 
ette, 

He exhibited a spot on his upper 
chest, about two inches below the 
left clavicle, where there was a 
small open wound, 

Melvin then said that he had had 
a black eye, from the time that he 
was struck at the place near the 
Grant store, He also said he re~ 
ceived bruises on his nose, 

A casual examination showed a 
mark on the bridge of his nose, 
which might have been the after- 
math of a bruise, and another under 
his left eye. 

The two youths told Bouchard 
that they had gone to the office of 
Dr Morris Kelman, Friday morn- 
ing, for treatment. Melvin added 
that Dr, Kelman was the family 
physician, 


After leaving Bouchard’s home the two boys 
gravel pit, to show the Town Crier the spot 


where they allege some of the police brutality took place. They are 
Pointing to a spot near the edge ofa pond, whch 1s not visible because 
of the bushes, at which, they say, Melvin was held out over the 


water by two police officers,
